Europeau Mail Summaryt 
Onr London dates are to J aoe 26tb. 
The Englieh papers oomo filled wUb 
reports of the debate in the Hoaso of 
Lords upon the Iristi Church Diseatab- 
lisbment Bill. The bill, with amend- 
ments, passed the Lords ta a aoo- 
ond reading by amajoriiy of 33. Both 
the English Archblsbopa abstoined 
from voliDg. Tbo Archbishop of Dub- 
lin voted against tbo bill. The only 
Bishop who voted for it was Dr. Thirl- 
wall, Biehop of St. David'8. Thirlcfn 
English and two Iriah Bishops vjU'd 
against tbo bill. Thoro was a coasider^ 
able list of absentees. It includes iho 
BiBhopa of Bath and 7,^ oils, Carliele, 
Chicbester, Bxoter, Muncheetor, 0.x- 
lord, St. Asaph, Salisbury, and Win- 
cheater. The Bishop of Lincoln is 
without a seat in Ibo Hoase of Lords 
at presdnt. Lord Shaftesbury having 
lost a aiater, did not take part in tbo 
debate, ^od writes to the liecord to tiy 
^hat the will of the nation bad reduced 
tbecODBlilutlonal aolion of the House 
of Lords to a protest. The Tmesis 
draadfully severe on the young Duko 
of Newoastle/ who has just dragged 
fto honorable name through the miro of 
the Baekruptcy Oourt and brought 
' rniD upon himself and his family. The 
Tk'mes says at the very time when the 
whole country was awaUlug the verdict 
of the Upper Honse oo ao issue, as 
some thought, of oonslitutional life or 
death, and the most frivoloue Peers 
felt an unwonted ihnll of patriotic re- 
sponsibility, "the lust of ibe Duke of 
Newcanla's horses, comprising brood 
mares, stallions, hoises in (raining, and 
yearlirgs, were sold at Clumber in the 
presence of a largo asaemblnge," not, 
as wo need hardly add, for his own 
benefit, bat for that of Mr. Pud wick 
and hia other creditors.' Yesterday the 
plate, /vines, cigars, aid carriages, 
>mt his mantion in Carlton House Ter- 
} ;race, were brought to the hammer 
"Vithout reserve." To-day and to., 
morrow most of the furriturp will bo 
disposed ot" in a similar manner, from 
the m<i8t Buperi) work of decorative art 
to the meanest kitoben utensil. On 
Thursday, ohioa, books, painting, Conrt- 
Bwords, and drawing-room finery will 
be lumped togeihor with the Dukts's 
boots and cane, "two yachting euits," 
'««even pairs of troupers," and "twenty- 
one pota of gooseberry jam," to bo cast 
into tk^ aa-ne crucible of acsets and 
melted down into ao many Bblllings or 
pence in tho pound. Never, probably, 
since the treasures of Slowe and iho 
historic accumulations of centuries 
were put up to anoliou, baa tho interior 
of a ducal residence be«'n lurne.j so 
mlhlessly inside ont for the aatlsfuc- 
tion of vulgar corloBity. It is (he old

Kastern States. 

Memphis, July 14.— WniJe Bolton

The Tran'portalion Comraittec report- 
ed that emigrants can bo brought from 
iliD PqcjBc States to Meqapbia, in lots 
of 50 tlnd over, for 850 each and from 
Hongkong to San Francisco at from S80 
to SlOOeach. 

Kim Orr, a Chinaman who had been 
two years in this country, residing in 
Louisiano, addressed the Conveation, 
and stated that over 50,000 Chinese are 
now in tho West Indies, where much 
disireas prevails because they were not 
selected with proper care. Ho proceed" 
ed to dcHcribo tho habits and peculiarities 
of the GbinoBO, and thought them welt 
adapted to the Soatbern plantations, 
the products of China being in many 
ways similar to Sontbera States. 

Mr. Koopmanschap of San Francisco 
also addresaed the Convontirn, staling 
that his boDse broogbt 30,000 Ghiueso 
to Oaliforoia, where flO.OOO' are now 
engaged in mechanics and rflilrouu 
work. They are paid from 90 cents to 
$1 10 per day. in gold, as laborers, and 
can be induced to come here for $20 per 
month, but can be obtained much 
cheapen in China ; under Qvo years 
contract they ooald be bad for $10 to $12 
per mdntb. ' ' 

One of tho colored churches at 
Alexandria held a mooting on Monday 
to 800 what should bu done ■with church 
members who voted Iho Consorvntivo 
ticket in the recent election.
